38) 'T is 60 years ago the month I 
write, that this business was 
xs] founded. My father started 
it in a little one room building here on 
the banks of the Mississippi in Jan- 
uary, 1865. 

Today, if you were here, you could 
look out of my window and see the great 
buildings, the acres of lumber piles 
which have grown from that small start.

Home building has lagged far behind other industries in replacing 
slow, costly hand labor with speedy, money saving, machine produc- 
tion. This generation has seen horse drawn vehicles supplanted by Fords 
and Buicks, gas engines replace windmills, and vacuum cleaners do 
more work in ten minutes than broom and elbow grease could inanhour. 

But through all this progress the rasp of the handsaw still sounds 
where old time house building methods persist.

The Gordon-Van Tine Company have recognized this as the great- 
est problem in home building and to solve it have spent years in per- 
fecting the Gordon-Van Tine Ready-Cut system of construction. 
This system consists in doing the same thing for the builder of an in- 
dividual home which the great steel companies do for the builder of a 
skyscraper. It is the application of modern machine methods to home 
building. If you have ever watched a skyscraper being built, you must 
have noticed that there was no cutting of steel beams on the job. 
Beams and girders are snatched right from the truck asthey are shipped 
and swung into place, perhaps ten stories up, and fit exactly. All the 
measuring and cutting, even boring the rivet holes, were done at the 
steel mill which made the beams and girders. If it were necessary to 
cut them on the job by hand with torch and hacksaw, steel construc- 
tion would be prohibitively high and it would take years to build a 
skyscraper which now goes up in a few months. 

It is this modern system of construction which Gordon-Van Tine 
have applied to home building. Instead of steel the medium used is 
lumber, but the methods are exactly the same. The pieces are cut to 
exact length at the mill on speedy, economical machines which enable 
two men to do the work of twenty. Everything is done accurately to 
the sixteenth of an inch, so that everything fits even more perfectly 
than when the cutting is done by hand. Parts are all stenciled with 
easily read and plainly legible figures.

HERE’S no time lost “hunting for pieces” on a Gordon- 

Van Tine Home. We cut all the framing material and 

the sheathing—all the rough lumber to fit at the mill. 
But we do not simply load it into the car as it comes from the 
machines; that would be only half doing the job. When your 
Gordon-Van Time Home arrives and you open the sealed car, 
you find not just a pile of lumber—little pieces and big pieces 
all mixed together— but a well ordered, carefully packed lot of 
material—a large part of which is carefully bundled. 


And as you examine these bundles closer, you will find that 
this bundling is not just an attempt to assemble all the pieces 
of similar length to keep them from rattling around in the ear;

but that in each bundle are the pieces you need for a particular 
job. Note the picture below: 


This shows you at a glance what this bundling means to you 
when you come to build your house. When the plan shows a 
window opening, you do not have to hunt through for the 
eight to sixteen pieces necessary to frame the opening. They 
are all there in one bundle, all sorted for you at the mill. The 
same is true for the door opening and for the small pieces of 
sheathing which might otherwise get lost. And when you 
come to the dormer, you will find all the pieces to frame the 
wall are in one bundle, and another bundle has all the pieces 
for the roof. 


Complete Instructions 


With the complete instructions for handling and 
piling the lumber which we show, you are able as you 


= unload the material to place it around the job where 
= you can get at just the piece or bundle you need at 


theright time. Thelong pieces, of course, are easily

I1—All the framing material for the dormer roof is assembled in one bundle, 


tacked together and securely tied. 


2—All the pieces needed to frame in a window opening are assembled in one 


bundle, tacked and strapped. 


3—The short pieces of wall sheathing between openings are assembled in bundles. 


4—Angle sheathing for roof is cut to fit and assembled in one bundie. 


5—The pieces for framing door are cut to fit and assembled in a bundle ready 


to nail in place. 


6—Wall sheathing for dormer is all cut to fit and assembled in a bundle. 


7—All framing for dormer window is cut and assembled in one bundle. 


This gives you but a small idea of the way in which we bundle the pieces for a 


identified—no need to bundle them; but when you 
come to a place where you have any short stuff, you 
will find that they are all hunted out for you and all 
bundled up togther. Piling the lumber is very easily 
done, requires no skill, is just a matter of common 
sense. Once this material is piled according to in- 
structions it will go into the job with remarkable 
speed, because whole sections of framing or floor, or 
wall, or roof, included in one bundle or in one 
series of bundles are carried right to the spot where 
= needed, the bundle broken, and then the pieces go 
up just as fast as they can be nailed. 


It is the saying with many customers who have 
built Gordon-Van Tine Houses that one man passing 
lumber from the piles can keep three men busy nail- 
ing. The Gordon-Van Tine system has proven itself 
on thousands of houses throughout the United 
States; and hundreds of contractors and owners 
testify to the ease and speed of erection. This method 
of assembling the material is true of no other so- 
called ready-cut construction. Consequently no other 
system gives you anywhere near the same saving as 
Gordon-Van Tine. It’s one thing to cut a house to 
fit, and a rather easy thing; but it is entirely 
another question to develop a system of standard- 
ized material, so bundled and marked that the 
same speed and economy can be carried through to 
the actual building of the house, which are possible 
in the cutting at the mill.

When you buy a Gordon-Van Tine Home you 
can rest assured it will go together quickly and 
easily, that there will be no time lost hunting for 
loose or scattered pieces, but that the carpenters

Every window and door opening is bundled, just like 
is shown above; all short pieces of sheathing are bundled as is shown. The long 
pieces such as studding, joists, rafters, etc., it is not necessary to bundle, as 
many of them are interchangeable and they are easily identified because they 
are clearly marked with the name of the piece. Wherever there could be any 
hunting for pieces necessary, we do the hunting at the mill and bundle as we 
cut. All these bundles are stenciled the same as the plans and our thorough 
instructions for piling lumber make it easy for anyone to pile the bundles 
where they are handy. Once the carpenter reaches the point where a bundle 
is needed, he simply breaks the straps, takes the pieces as they come and 
that particular job is done in a jiffy. No measuring, no marking, no sawing, 
and no hunting for pieces. 
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will, therefore, make big savings on your labor bill.

Types A and C are similar to these but 
include slightly different combinations of cupboards, 
etc., A being the same as B but without the extension 
on the table, and C the same as D, but with top 
section two doors wide. These cases all have hard- 
wood tops, removable hardwood mixing board, 
divided utensil drawer, tilting flour bin, as well as 
drawers and cupboards galore.

HERE is an unusual air of hospitality 

about this home. The big porch 

extending outward invitingly and the 
substantial air of it, makes this fine res- 
idence uncommonly attractive. The de- 
sign of the roof with three intersecting 
gables is unusual and remarkably effective 
in this type of home. The broad eaves 
supported by timber brackets, the wide 
8 inch siding and the craftsman barge 
boards serve to enhance the low hanging 
lines of this true bungalow. 

The porch with its solid rail can easily be 
screened and makes a wonderful outdoor 
living room as it is exposed on three sides. 

The door into the living room opens at 
the side. This is a splendid big room, 
full 23 ft. by 13 ft. 3 in. inside measure- 
ments. The fireplace in the middle of the 
front wall is flanked on each side by two 
big windows and a large window in the 
side wall makes this an extremely sunny 
and pleasant room in winter and unusually 
airy and cool in summer. Notice also 
that there is ample wall space provided 
for the usual pieces of furniture, without 
obstructing any opening. There is a closet 
for coats which opens from this room 
opposite the fireplace. 

A big cased opening leads into the din- 
ing room which is perhaps the most 
attractive room inthe house because of its 
splendid bay window. The proportions 
of this room are excellent and permit seat- 
ing twelve to sixteen people at the central 
dining table without crowding. The wall 


space is ample for buffet, serving table, 
tea cart and the usual pieces of dining 
room furniture. 

To the rear of the dining room is the 
kitchen. Notice that a big built-in case 
(Type B—see color section) is furnished 
with work table, which connects with the 
sink. Both sink and work table are 
placed under the twin windows making a 


sunny and pleasant place to work. 

At the rear of the kitchen there is a recess 
which can be used as a breakfast nook if desired. 
We will be glad to quote prices on the benches 
and table, such as are shown in the color sec- 
tion, to properly fit this out if you will write us. 

Notice that there is a closet for brooms near 
the dining room door. The rear entry provides 
room for the ice box, above which is a built-in 
case of special design. We furnish all material 
ready to build in for all cases at no extra cost. 
The entry arrangement was a particularly 
happy idea. It permits access to the rest of 
the house without going into the kitchen. It 
makes it possible for the refrigerator to be iced 
without tracking up the rest of the house, and 
it provides two doors between the kitchen and 
the outdoors, insuring warmth and comfort in 
winter. 

The central hall connects all three bed rooms 
and the bath room. Notice there is a linen 
closet at the end for which we furnish all shelves, 
drawers, doors, etc. Each bed room has its 
own closet and each is well lighted and opens 
from the central hall from which also opens the 
bath room, making it possible to reach the bath 
room or any other room in the house without 
passing through either of the other bed rooms. 

As you look at this plan you will perceive that 
each inch of space has been used to the best 
advantage by the architects. It is a splendid 
example of fine planning and gets an unusual 
amount of living space into a home which is 
not large. This is particularly gratifying be- 
cause it keeps the cost down to an unusually 
low figure for a three bed room bungalow.

HE same front exterior exactly is provided for Home 

535-B. The difference in the plan is noted as soon as 

one steps inside the door. A vestibule has been pro- 
vided here with closets for coats on either side. The fireplace 
is against the outside wall, flanked by two French doors which 
lead onto the wide porch beyond. In 535-B the dining room 
is slightly larger, a serving pantry has been added and the 
kitchen arrangement has been changed. To provide this 
extra space an extension has been built on this side of the 
house.

Note that the serving pantry is provided with a large built-in case in 
which dishes, glassware and dining room supplies may be stored. The 
work table extends under the window. The kitchen case is still pro- 
vided in the kitchen and is arranged to adjoin the sink which is placed 
under the twin windows. Here the twin windows are at the back and the 
single windows at the side. The enlarged kitchen also permits the addition 
of a clothes chute and a broom closet, both of which are great conven- 
iences. From the front hall a passage hall leads back to the rear hall and 
entry. A door from the rear hall gives access to the toilet and another 
door leads down into the cellar. The ice box is placed in the rear entry 
right next to the back door where it can be easily iced and is in a cool, 
protected place, yet is right handy to the kitchen. There is no direct out- 
side door from the kitchen, making this a warm room in the winter, while 
the abundance of windows keep it cool in summer. 


Upstairs a considerable change has been made in the plan. The large 
chamber ‘‘D” has been provided with a large closet opening from it. The 
closets for the two bedrooms on the opposite side are placed between the 
rooms, thus permitting considerable additional space to be thrown into the 
center chamber or sewing room. There is a big closet opening from this 
room, and the fine light and ventilation, and the good size of the room make 
it a really delightful bedroom. The bathroom is at the back with a linen 
closet opening from the hall opposite. Note the location of the clothes 
chute. The sleeping porch is provided in this plan as in 535-A. Owing 
to the stair arrangement it is not possible to interchange the upstairs floor 
plans of 535-A and 535-B.

HE simplicity of good taste, the charm of fine design have made this

The 
columns of the front porch are pictured of field stone—which will be easily procured 
locally, and be both practical and durable. 


This is a plan working out extremely well in point of housekeeping convenience. 
A study of the floor plan shows the living rooms properly placed on one side, and the 
bed rooms with bath conveniently arranged between on the other. 


And the closets alone are worthy of special mention. There is one for each bed room, 
a linen closet like the one shown in the illustration off the bath room, and an additional 
closet opening from the dining room. 


The size of the dining room itself is not to be overlooked. Its size and good wall space 
mean that practically any number of people can be seated here. The cased opening 
separating the living and dining room gives a spacious effect to both and provides 
extra room in either when needed.

ITHOUT a doubt this is one of the most beauti-

HIS is an example of distinction 
in the practical residence.

ROMINENT among our many fine 
bungalows is this plan which you 
are certain to find most interesting.
